GOV. SMITH URGED 
10 PROSECUTE 
WOMAN OFFICIAL 


Investigator Reports Mrs. 
Florence E. S. Knapp, 
Ex-Secretary of State, 
Spent $118,000 Illegally. 


$79,000 WASTE ON 
CENSUS CHARGED 


Proposes That District At- 
torney Also Scrutinize 
Acts of Her Two Women 
Aids and First Deputy.

ALBANY, N. Y., Jan. 22.—The 
presentation of the name of Mrs. 
Florence E. S. Knapp, former Sec- 
retary of State to the grand jury, 
“with particular reference to the 
provisions of the penal law dealing 
with forgery, the making of false 
claims and certifications, the 
legal removal of State records and 
grand larceny,” is recommended 
by Randall J Le Boeuf Jr., whose 
report to Gov. Smith on the 1925 
State census was made public yes- 
terday. Le Boeuf was appointed 
by Gov. Smith. The report consists 
of 70,000 words. 

The report, the result of four 
months of investigation following 
presentation of charges by the 
Citizens Census Committee, con- 
cludes that of the $1,999,902 «x- 
pended on the taking and tabula- 
tion of the last census, $118,707 
was illegally disbursed and $79,125 
was wasted. 

Director of ‘Census Also Named. 

On New York’s first woman Sec- 
retary of State is placed the “full 
responsibility,”’ although Lafayette | 
B. Gleason, Secretary of the Re- 
publican State Committee and di- 
rector of the census, is joined with 
her in “negligent and inefficient 
methods of administration,” and 
is said to share the “blame for

To many, Le Boeuf’s findings 
were surprising in their severity. 
Contrary to predictions that his in- 
quiry would result in a whitewash, 
he has recommended that the acts 
of no less than five persons be re- 
ferred over to the Albany county 
prosecutor for consideration. 

Four of them are, or were, State 
employes. The other is Dr. Walter 
Laidlaw, former preacher and now 
secretary of the City’s Census Com- 
mittee, who is accused of having 
failed to comply with the law re- 
quiring the registration of lobby- 
ists. Presentation of Dr. Laidlaw’s 
name to the grand jury is demand- 
ed, 

Three Others Accused. 

Others whose acts Le Boeuf says 
should be scrutinized by the Dis- 
trict Attorney are: . 

Mark Stern, first deputy secre- 
tary of State. 

Miss Ann A. Little, auditor and 
notary in the office of the Secre- 
tary of State. : 

Mrs. Julia M. Ryan, chief clerk 
of the Civil Serviee Commission. 

The report says that these three 
“were necessary to the execution 
of Mrs. Knapp’s scheme” and sug- 
gests that they “must have rea- 
lized that they played essential 
parts in Mrs. Knapp’s unlawful 
use of .census funds.” 

A consideration of their activi- 
ties as they relate to those sec- 
tions of the penal law dealing with 
the’ participation in false auditing 
and certifications, is recommend- 
ed, with the added suggestion that 
if Stern :and Miss Little continue 
to aid the administration of jus- 
tice as they have during the in- 
vestigation, the District Attorney 
should take that into account. 

In view of the possibility of fines 
to the limit of Mrs. Knapp’s abil- 
ity to pay, in connection with the 
proposed action in the criminal] 
courts, Le Boeuf proposes that 
civil suits against the ex-Secretary 
for recovery be deferred until after 
the criminal jurisdiction is through 
with the case. 

Six Violations of Laws Cited. 

A long section of the report is 
devoted to building up a prima 
facie case against Mrs. Knapp un- 
der no less than six sections of the 
penal law, Le Boeuf says ‘“‘there is 
no question of Mrs. Knapp’s guilt” 
under sections 1863 and 1864, re- 
lating to the participation in false 
audits and the wrongful distribu- 
tion of State funds. 


He says it appears she also vi0- 
lated Section 1872, covering the 
presentation of fraudulent claims 
and demands with intent to de- 
fraud. It appears, he goes on, that 
‘‘on many occasions” the Secretary 
of State violated all three sections, 

He finds against her a “prima 
facie case of forgery” and suggests 
that in the face of the records 
showing the collection of large 
sums by Mrs. Knapp and her rela- 
tives the subject of grand larceny 
also merits consideration. Re-

Newton, United States 
Navy, killed the three Nicaraguans 
after his\companion, Harold I. 
Crowell, Kirst Sergeant, United 
States Savine Corps, had been at- 
tacked and severely cut on the 
hands with machetes by his assail- 
ants. 

In their account of the fight, the 
men said they were herseback rid- 
ing near Granada when they came 
upon three men, attacking a 
fourth. ,They dismounted with the 
intent of disarming the attackers. 
The three Nicaraguans, who by 
this time had killed the fourth, 
turned on them. 

Crowell drew his revolver and 
pulled the trigger but the cartridge 
failed to explode. The men at- 
tacked him,.cutting him on the 
fingers and hands. Meanwhile 
Newton killed two of the men who 
were attempting to  decapitate 
Crowell... Newton attempted to 
shoot the third man who was 
standing over Crowell, who had 
fallen to the ground. When his 
third shot failed to explode, New- 
ton seized a machete which had 
been carried by the ‘fourth Nica- 
raguan and killed the third man. 

Crowell was not seriously in- 
jured.

FGHT FOR LIFE TOLD 


SAUOR I EAD FLYER’ DAR 


|Made Parachute Leap in Wy- 


oming Blizzard—Wandered 
Till He Froze. 


By the Associated Press, 

SALT LAKE CITY, Jan. 23.— 
A diary telling of tail spins and 
a parachute jump in a blizzard, 
has revealed how Fred Hoyt, Kan- 
sas aviator, died of exposure while 
he sought shelter.in.the .-snow- 
bound mountain country of South- 
ern Idaho. 

The diary, also containing a let- 
ter to his bride of a month, told 
how Hoyt was forced down in a 
canyon, Jan. 14, and of his un- 
successful effort to avoid being 
frozen to death. His body was 
found Saturday last, by a rancher, 
six miles from the spot where the 
ship crashed, and between’ two 
piles of brush he had gathered for 
a fire. 

George Hoyt, a brother, of Oak 
Park, Cal., who assisted in bring- 
ing the body 30 miles,to a ratl- 
road, said the diary was written 
on a flight log book, parts of 
which had been scattered along 
Hoyts trail, apparently to mark 
the way back to the plane. 

Encountered Fog. 

The first entry, written at 6:30 
p. m., Jan. 14, told of encounter- 
ing fog shortly after leaving here 
for Boise, Idaho. He climbed to 
an altitude of 15,200 feet to avoid 
the fog, but ice formed on the 
ship. 

“Wires began taking on ice and 
speed indicator stopped,” Hoyt 
wrote. “Tried to turn southeast, 
but couldn’t hold course. Ship 
sinking. Finally lost control and 
went into three spins at 8000 feet. 
Tried to let ship. adjust itself, but 
soon in fourth spin and decided 
to get out. Tried to get on wing 
but nosed down, throwing me over 
eenter section. Pulled ring and 
chute seemed to open instantly. 
Severe jerk and when I realized 
what it was all about was perhaps 
500 feet above ground. Struck

KIEL TO RETAIN

Oliver T. Remmers, Koeln chair- 


man of the Republican City Com- 
mittee, served a “frank, brutally 
frank” notice on out-State Repub- 
licans at the Republican State 
Committee meeting here today that 
it would be “useless” for the Rk- 
publicans to nominate for Governor 


any candidate who was not ac- 
ceptable to St. Louis Republicans. 

His remarks were interpreted by 
some of the rural State committee- 
men as a threat, in case former 
Judge Henry 8S, Caulfield was not 
nominated, that the organization 
in St. Louis would repeat the action 
of 1922, when the Koeln wards in 
South St. Louis abandoned R. R. 
Brewster, the Republican nominee 
for Senator, and piled up a huge 
vote for Senator ,Reed. 

Soon after Remmers’ speech the 
committee, under the leadership of 
Gov. Baker in person, blocked a 
plan of reorganization of the 
State Committee, through which 
it had been schemed to elect a 
chairman friendly to the Koeln 
faction.in its support of Caulfield: 
The committee refused to accept 
the resignation of former Mayor 
Kiel as chairman and thus pre- 
vented the selection of a successor. 


Address of Remmers, 
Remmers was called upon by 
Chatrrian Kiel for a brief talk to 
fill in the time while the commit- 
tee was waiting for a report from 
its Credentials Committee. Refer- 
ring to the wotk of the City Com- 
mittee, Remmers talked in a spirit 
of harmony, spoke of the fellow- 
ship feeling St. Louis Republicans 
had for out-state Republicans, and 
then startled the committee with 
the statement: 

“It will be useless to nominate 
persons who are not going ‘to 
take’ in St. Louis. IE am speaking 
frankly, brutally frankly, I may 
say. 

“No one wants a victory more 
than does the City Committee, It 
is working day and night to that 
end. We must work with unan- 
imity of purpose. It is useless to 
hold post mortems after the elec- 
tion. . 

“If we set aside bias, prejudice 
and selfishness and look beyond the 
primary to the November election, 
we are going to do much to bring 
about fellowship. The City Com- 
mittee is holding out its hand to 
every Republitan in Missouri.” 

No Open Comment. 

When Remmers finished speak- 
ing there was no open comment by 
any of the committeemen or com- 
mitteewomen. The Credentials. 
Committee was ready to report and 
the business of the meeting was 
taken up. 

With friendly rivalry the cities 
of St. Joseph, St. Louis, Spring- 
field and Joplin contended for the 
State convention. St. Joseph was 
chosen on the first ballot, receiv- 
ing 33 votes, to 15 for St. Louis, 
nine for Sprir ‘field and four for 
Joplin. The convention will be on 
Monday, March 26, almost a 
month after the Democratic State 
Convention, v... :h will be in St. 
Joseph, Feb. 28. 

The only lack of harmony in the 
meeting was on the question of 
acceptance of Kiel’s resignation 
and the selection of his successor. 
Kiel tendered the resignation for 
acceptance at such time as* the 
committee wished. He said, how- 
ever, he could not consent to serve 
later than the primary in August. 

There had been rumors of a plan 
of the Koein forces to attempt to 
capture the chairmanship so that 
it might have control of the leader- 
ship of the State organization 
through the primary campaign as 
it has control of the chairmanship 
of the city committee, but any plan 
which may have been in mind was 
checked by Gov. Baker. 

Baker Thwarts Koeln Move. 

The Governor, although not a 
member of the committee and not 
having a proxy, asked permission 
to speak as soon as Kiel finished 
his remarks.

BULL ON STREET IN MADRID 


Crowds Had Filed From Animal on 

Busy Thoroughfare After Its 

Escape; Several Injured. 

MADRID, Jan. 23.—La Gran 
Via, one of Madrid’s busiest thor- 
oughfares, today was the scene of 
an unexpected demonstration of 
the science of bullfighting when 
Fortuna, a toreador, killed a run- 
away bull in front of the United 
States Consulate. The bull had 
escaped with another animal from 
the Carabanchel bull ring, spread- 
ing panic through the streets and 
finjuring several persons, 

One of the animals was captured 
soon after the escape, but the sec- 
ond succeeded in reaching the 
center of the city. 

Stores were closed hastily and 
crowds fled in every direction.

Gift of A. P. Giannini Would Go 
for Agricultural and Other 
Research.

SAN FRANCISCO, Cal., Jan, 23. 
—A. P. Giannini, president of the 
Bancitaly Corporation and founder 
of the Bank of Italy, fourth largest 
banking institution in America, has 
offered $1,500,000 to the Univer- 
sity of California for agricultural 
research and other work beneficial 
to the State. 

Officers of the Bank of Italy 
made public the offer today. Con- 
ditions of the offer were being 
considered by the regents of the 
university and it was expected it 
would be accepted. 

The offer amounts to $1,500,- 
000, and is for the establishment 
of the Giannini foundation of agri- 
cultural economics. 

Of the sum, $1,000,000 would go 
toward the establishment of the 
foundation itself and $500,000 te 
erect a building on the university 
campus at Berkeley.

Although tired when he left Chi- 
cago yesterday after carrying out 
in 24 hours a program originally 
intended to be spread over three 
days, Cosgrave slept comfortably 
on the train, and said he was feel- 
ing “in fine shape, indeed” this 
morning. 

Admirers Flock About Hin, 

Since he began his American 
tour Friday, when he landed on 
United States soil for the first time, 
Cosgrave has traveled more 
than 1800 miles, and attended a 
long string of functions in New 
York and Chicago. The most active 
feature of his visit thus far has 
been his contact with admirers 
who have flocked about him every- 
where. 

“You can imagine what it is 
like,” said Dr. J. Killeen, his phy- 
sician, today, “with hundreds of 
these enthusiastic Irish-Americans 
sqeezing his hand in a vigorous and 
hearty handshake incessantly.” 

A varied round of entertain- 
ments and official functions has 
been prepared for Cosgrave, in- 
cluding a lunchecn at the White 
House tomorrow after a visit to 
the tomb of the Unknown oot 
and a dinner Wednesday night giv-.

His Objections to Tariff. 

Dissussing his objections to pro- 
hibitive tariffs, the Argentine del- 
egate explained that, although he 
was aware of the sovereign rights 
of countries, still he believed that 
too close protection of individual 
rights violated collective rights, 
which Pan-Americanism was trying 
to institute. High tariffs do not 
affect the various countries equal- 
ly, he said, owing to the different 
kinds of commodities they produce. 

He cited as an example of this 
that tropical countries disposed of 
their produce in foreign markets 
with much greater ease than coun- 
tries which are not tropical or 
which produce mainly the chief 
staple products of the world. 

The principle of equalizing pro- 
duction costs in assessing tariff 
schedules, Senor Puerreydon con- 
tended, although apparently scien- 
tific, really‘ introduced a greater 
injustice than high tariffs in them- 
selves. The principle was based 
on a fallacy, inasmuch as, if the 
costs of production were really 
equalized, it could not be expected 
that world trade would occur any 
more than water could be expected 
to circulate on a perfectly level 
plane. 

Describing the various stages of 
progress in the American Repub- 
lics, the speaker said that some 
were prosperous, rich and power- 
ful, while others were struggling 
against natural impediments of all 
kind. 

Is it right, he asked, to deny 
the latter the only chance they 
have to rise to the level of the 
others by denying them markets? 
These countries, he said, were de- 
prived by the principle of equality 
in the cost of production of the 
only opportunity they had of mak- 
ing their commerce prevail against 
that of more organized countries, 
and thereby were denied the op- 
portunity of progressing along the 
road to prosperity and well-being.

Objections to clause. in the draft 
treaty on commercial aviation deal- 
ing with flying over fortified terri- 
tory will likely be raised by the 
United States delegation.

This 
was incorporated in the treaty with 
the proviso that, if foreign com- 
mercial pilots were forbidden to 
fly over certain zones, the country’s 
own plans should not be allowed 
to dv so. 

The United States opposition to 
this proviso, Latin-American dele- 
gates said, is based on the desire 
‘ regulate all flying over the 
Panama Canal, which technically 
is a fortified zone. Should the pres- 
ent draft treaty go into effect, they 
assert, and if the United States 
found it was inadvisable to allow 
planes to fly across the Canal, then 
all hope for comprehensive inter- 
national aviation would have to be 
abanc ned since it would affect 
United States pilots as well as 
others. 

Equal Rights for Women. 

The Latin-American delegates 
also say they canrot see their way 
clear to sign a commercia] treaty 
which, they declare, would give the 
United States exclusive control of 
inter-American aviation routes.

Senator Denounces Jadwin 
Plan as “‘Most Murderous 
1 Have Seen.”

WASHINGTON, Jan. 23.—Sena- 


tor Harry B. Hawes (Dem.) of Mis- 
souri introduced in the Senate to- 
day his new plan for flood preven- 
tion on the Mississippi River- This 
bill, a consolidation of five general 
flood control bills already present- 


ed in the Senate, was offered as a 
substitute for Hawes’ “Missouri 
plan,’”’ introduced earlier in the ses- 
sion. Like the former plan, the 
new bill provides that the national 
Government bear the entire cost 
of flood works. 

Before the Senate Commerce 
Committee, which opened its hear- 
ings today on flood control bills, 
Hawes outlined his new plan, under 
which the Mississippi River Com- 
mission, enlarged from seven to 
nine members, would be _ given 
power to formulate the policy for 
flood control and the army engi- 
neers would execute the work, as 
at present. The only engineering 
feature contained in the bill is that 
the water level at New Orleans be 
not higher than 19 feet. The “Mis- 
souri plan” contemplated the ex- 
penditure of $1,000,000,000 for 
flood control and navigation, the 
funds to be raised by a bond issue 
if necessary. The new bill makes 
no provision at present for appro- 
priation. ~ 

Hawes was an unexpected wit- 
ness before the committee and 
spoke extemporaneously. He stated 
he had prepared his new bill to 
serve as a vehicle for discussion. 

Hawes spoke scathingly of the 
report of Major-General Edgar 
Jadwin, chief of army engineers, 
which calls on the local communi- 
ties to bear 20 per cent of the 
flood work costs, besides furnish- 
ing the rights of way. 

“This Jadwin report is the most 
murderous engineering document I 
have ever seen,”-Hawes declared. 
“We have levees in Missouri that 
will hold back the flood waters, 
but the report provides that one 
of our levees, near New Madrid, 
shall be cut down five feet and 
that another levee, five miles back, 
shall be added. Under the Jadwin 
plan, we would have to pay for 
cutting down the old levee and 
building the new. Then, Gen. 
Jadwin says indifferently that the 
five-mile strip may be flooded 
every five or six years. We don’t

Evangelist Preaches to Nearly 
20,000—Gov. Baker in

Sunday drew hearty 20,000 persons 
to the Coliseum yesterday and at 
least 44 down the “sawdust trail.” 

Many hundreds came forward, 
and 208 signed cards in confession 
of faith: Of these, 142 indicated 
they were church ‘members,. but 
44 did not so indicate and noted 
the church they wished. to join. 
Besides these, 22 did not note 
either church preference or 


whether they already were mem- | 


bers, so there may have been more 
than 44 new converts. 

The blue canopy shutting off the

pacity. For the evening service, 
all sections except in the front and 
rear gallery were filled, and the 
assemblage probably numbered 
8500.

Special sermons for mothers Fri-

urday night and “men only” at 2

It was observed that the gathering 
chuckled when Sunday reiterated 
the title of his “men only” ser- 
mom, which he considers*one of his 
best, “Chickens Comé Home ‘to 
Roost.” Today is Sunday’s day of 
rest, and the next service will be 
at 2:30 p. m. tomorrow. 

Pilate’s question to the Hebrew 
mob, *“‘What shall I do then with 
Jesus which is called Christ?” was 
the evening text, Matther 27, 22.

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Senator Walsh’s Utility Investigation 


From the New York World. 


HE Interstate Commerce Committee of 
the Senate is now holding public hear- 

ings in order to decide whether it will re- 
port favorably on the résolution to author- 
ize Senator Walsh of Montana to conduct a 
broad investigation of the light and power 
companies. There is much opposition to 
this investigation, at least in the form. pro- 
posed, on the part of the companies them- 
selves, on the part of spokesmen for the 
state utility commiissions and on the part of 
investment bankers representing larger 
holders of securities. On the other hand, 
there has been no very impressive demand 
for the investigation from those who ordi- 
narily appear in Washington to demand an 
investigation of this kind. Neither the con- 
sumers of electrical power nor the small in- 
vestors.in utility stocks appear to have any 
considerable grievance which they fee] Con- 
gress should investigate and correct. 
a bate it is not surprising that the compa- 

nies object to the investigation. But 
it is at least interesting that there ts no con- 
siderable popular demand for it. What is 
‘he reason for this popular indifference? 
Tae answer to that question is to be found, 
we think, in the speech explaining his proj- 
ect which Senator Walsh delivered on Feb. 
28. 1927. Like everything that he does, 
that speech was able and documented. But 
it had three main characteristics which, it 
seems to us, accent popular indifference 
which has greeted it. It did not prove, nor 
did it even allege, that either the consumer 
or the investor has suffered through the 
great utility mergers of recent years. Sec- 
ondly, it appealed to that old fear of large- 
scale economic enterprise. which the pres- 
ent generation does not feel. And thirdly, 
it lacked conviction on Senator Walsh's part 
that there was anything in the premises 
which Congress could do. 

HE fact is that Senator Walsh hes not 

made specific charges against the in- 
dustry, nor proposed specific remedies. It 
is evident that he is moved by a sincere 
feeling that if he had broad power to inves- 
tigate he might uncover hidden evils and 
that the discussion of these evils would 
engender remedies. Here is a vast industry. 
of incalculable importance in the ecomonic 
life of the nation. The time may come 
when Federal legislation will be desirable, 
and it is Senator Walsh’s purpose. if we un- 
derstand him correctly, to equip Congress 
with the necessary knowledge. We have 
here the rather exceptional case of a Sen- 
ator proposing to inquire and, if necessary. 
to act not so much on actual proved eviis, 
but on future and potential evils. 


HE question of the authority of the Fed- 


eral Government has been raised, Ac- 
cording to Senator Walsh, the Federal Gov- 
ernment has an interest in the subject at 
two points. There is the fact that some 
power passes across state lines and that the 
rates for this interstate power are not ef- 
fectively regulated by state utility commis- 
sions. This is a problem of real impertance 
for the future, for while at present only 
about 5 per cent ef the output of fhe utility 
companies passes into interstate commerce, 
the amount is bound to increase rather rap- 
idiy. It is obvious that there is a crack 
in the regulative process which needs to be 
stopped up. geher 
The other Federal! interest is in the secur- 
ities of the holding companies, which, since 
they are not public utilities, are not sub- 
ject te control by the lecal regulatory 
bodies. Just what control ought to be ex- 
erciped over them by the Federal Govern- 
ment no Ome seems to know. but there ts a 


question here which could profitably be 
studied. We are inclined to doubt, how- 
ever, whether the Federal Government can 
effectively regulate the securities of the 
leading companies without taking over from 
the states the regulation of the underlying 
operating companies, and that is obviously 
impracticable and would be resisted by the 
states. For the industry, unlike the rail- 
ways, is still, and will for a long time re- 
main, preponderantly intrastate. 

UR own view is that while a study of 


these two problems, the regulation of 
power which crosses state lines and the 
control of securities, might be useful, there 
are much more important problems of elec- 
trical power before Congress on whieh it 
ought to concentrate its attention. We refer 
to Boulder Dam and Muscle Shoals. 

These are two enormously valuable prop- 
erties belonging to the people of the United 
States which they ought not to aljenate, but 
to retain, not only for their own use, but as 
an experiment in an advanced type of pub- 
lic control. To legislate effectively on these 
two questions is as much, perhaps more, 
than Congress can hope to do in a presiden- 
tial year, and so, if we had our choice, we 
should like to see the abilities of Senator 
Walsh devoted to Muscle Shoals and Boul- 
der Dam rather than to a somewhat remote 
and vague inquiry into the whole realm of 
public utilities. We very much fear that if 
the few competent men divide their inter- 
est too much, nothing will be done on these 
questions that urgently need attention.

EPRESSING news concerning the in- 


creasing weakness of the Amerigan mer- 
chant marine and the. progress 0 other 
countries in shipbuilding continues to be re- 
corded. According to the chief of the 
bureau of construction of the 
Fleet Corporation, 297 motorships of more 
than 1000 tons each are now being built 
throughout the world: and of these, only 
14 are on. the ways in Am@rican shipyards. 
Even these are merely conversions of steam 
vessels. This is said to be the first time in 
marine histery that metor tonnage-build- 
ing is exceeding that of steam. The ten- 
dency is a significant one, and it is discour- 
aging to be reminded that this cOuntry. 
which leads so especially in mechanica) en- 
terprise and inventive genius, is not in the 
march of progress with regard to the latest 
improvement in shipbuilding. But this defi. 
ciency is a natural result of the iack of an 
adeqyate, permanent merchant-marine po!- 
fey such as the country is new demanding 
from Congress.
